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1. Fetween 8 and 18 April 1952, source observed. the Soviet fuel depot at Aken. The 
depot was located about 500 meters northeast of the perimeter of the town, in the 
former Olex fuel depot, opposite the ferry over the Elbe River. It was surrounded 
by a high toard fence anc covered an area of about 160,000 square meters. All fuel 
tanks were above ground. There were three 3,000 cubic meter tanks and four small . 
tanks with a total capacity of 2,000 cubic meters. * 


2. Incoming anc outgoing fuel shipments were made partly by rail and partly by water. 
An above ground pump installation connected the depot with the Hornhafen, a distance 
of 300 meters. During the preceding four weeks, a11 incoming shipments arrived 


by rail. On 6 April 1952, 18 tank cars arrived and on 16 April 1952,7 shipments 
errived. lo outgoing shipments were identified during the time of observation. #+ 


3. The depot was guarded by a platoon of air force troops, who were billeted in a 
house of the former “artin Mai building enterprise. Four sentries were observed 
during the day and eight at night.
